prohibit a homeowner or tenant from installing or using clotheslines on certain
residential property; providing that a homeowner or tenant may not be
prohibited from installing or using clotheslines on certain residential property,
regardless of the terms in any contract, deed, covenant, restriction, instrument,
declaration, rule, bylaw, lease agreement, rental agreement, or any other
document concerning the installation or use of clotheslines on certain
residential property; providing that this Act does not prohibit reasonable
restrictions, for certain purposes, on the dimensions, placement, or appearance
of clotheslines; defining certain terms; and generally relating to residential
property and the placement of clotheslines on residential property.

CLOTHESLINES ON SINGLE-FAMILY PROPERTY MAY NOT PROHIBIT A
HOMEOWNER OR TENANT FROM INSTALLING OR USING CLOTHESLINES ON
SINGLE-FAMILY PROPERTY.

(C) NOTWITHSTANDING ANY OTHER PROVISION OF LAW OR THE TERMS
OF ANY CONTRACT, DEED, COVENANT, RESTRICTION, INSTRUMENT,
DECLARATION, RULE, BYLAW, LEASE AGREEMENT, RENTAL AGREEMENT, OR
ANY OTHER DOCUMENT CONCERNING THE INSTALLATION OR USE OF
CLOTHESLINES ON SINGLE-FAMILY PROPERTY, A HOMEOWNER OR TENANT MAY
NOT BE PROHIBITED FROM INSTALLING OR USING CLOTHESLINES ON
SINGLE-FAMILY PROPERTY.

ON:

(1) THE DIMENSIONS, PLACEMENT, OR APPEARANCE OF

(2) THE PLACEMENT OF CLOTHESLINES FOR THE PURPOSE OF
PROTECTING PERSONS OR PROPERTY IN THE EVENT OF FIRE OR OTHER
EMERGENCIES.
